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X worked at Reconstruction Records for the first 
six nonths it was open. There was talk of opening another 
hardcore/punk record store soon after the closing of 
Seme Records (which was a few doors down fran Kecon) 
in I9BB. When it was seriously going to happen, T sort 
of was undecided on it. Would a specialized store like 
this take off? 1 didn't think enough people would support 
it. The New York scene died off a couple of years be- 
fore and all that was left was Ritz shows and ADC No 
Rio. When the store did cpen, I threw in my support, 

T basically worked on Sundays, opening and goner- 
ally waiting for custaners to actually enter the place. 
Those early days were slow. Eventually, I became sick 
of all the bullshit that started to happen. It didn't 
seem like people really wanted to take this place 
seriously. Alnost every time I worked, 1 was constant- 
ly cleaning up the place. Records were always out of 
order, papers carlessly laying abcut, etc.. Also, the 
place was ill-organized and equipped, I mean you had 
to search forever just for a fucking penl There was never 
any charge in the register. You'd think saneone on 
Thursday or Friday wauld have picked up $50 worth so 
the weekend would not be so bad. I'm sure by now you 
get the picture. 



In April p 92, I got out* I told diaries I was 
tired of this shit. He was upset but what else could 
I do? The darwi ste reo didn't work half the tijne. 

For about six nonths after that I must of spent 
a total of 15 minutes in that store. The selection had 
gone way down hill and the conditio of the used rerards 
was atrocious. I hate to say it, but the prices were 
not that cheap. 

Eventually, towards the end I started picking 
things up there, though it was sporadic. If they Just 
would have run the place like a business instead of a 
hangout, it would have succeeded. Tco much attitude, 
too mu ch cool. 

Reconstruction Records was a groat idea. All 
my life, I wanted to work in a record store and it gave 
me that chance. As dun*> as that sounds, it's true. But, 
all good things cane to an end. What 1 think absolutely 
killed it though is the age-old saying, "Ttoo many cooks 
spoil the stew". Everybody had their own ideas on he*/ 
the place should have been run. With as many volunleteers 
as they had, there was bound to be problems. There should 
have been seme serious ground rules. Of course, wlien 
you are not paying people...

I started working at Reconstruction shortly after 
it opened and for a while it was a pretty great thing. 
I worked on tuesdays after my classes wero over and it 
provided a good opportunity to hang out with Charles 
and Justine and Jchn Foster and a lot of other people, 
but it quickly became tedious. It took me an hour to 
get into there frcm schcol and it just started to got 
pretty boring. 



Ream's high^water was definitely when Porcell sold 
his records. I thought I had died and gene to heaven. 
Every inch of the wall was coverod with great records, 
God only knews how much noney was made off that deal. 
But other than that there was never really any good stuff 
ot the wall or especially in the used bin. All the work- 
ers usually grattoed all the reords before they made it 
out into the store. 

I personally know pecple who felt uncomfortable about 
going into the store. And 1 can see vrtiy. The attitude 
displayed by seme of the people who worked in there was 
pretty bad to say the least. Sane poor 15 year old kid 
wants to buy a BOLD album and there was usually earn . 
asshole behind the counter making wise Garments! I'm 
sure if the kid was buying the latest shitty noise music 
fron Tbuch An3 Go you would have kept your mouths shut. 
No one asked for your opinions, Recon was a fucking recordl 
store, not an extension of your fucking ©guat. The purpose) 
of the plara was to sell records, not to provide a forum 
for your shitty taste in music. Ttie place was definitely 
too much of a hangout. That is what made people feel 
uncomfortable. . 

I guess Recon was a good idea that Just went awry 
duo to a corbination of reasons.

But a bigger reason I think it sucks 
is that the whole point of the record store was to take 
the ideals of hardcore and punk rock and turn it into 
a business format and not rip kids off for records, keep 
the prices low. Tilings like that, keeping things altern- 
ative to the other stores in the city. Unfortunately, 
it wasn't able to succeed, due to lack of support and 
they couldn't pay their rent and bills.

o n different distributors here and there,

I still remember the day I finally 
got the NEGATIVE APPROACH 7" e.p. 
like it was yesterday. I probably 
paid too much and it wasn't in the 
best condition, but it was mine. 
I felt like I had a piece of history. 
Here was a great reord from a band 
that part of a scene that seemed 
so far away for me. But now this 
piece of vinyl seemed to connect 
me with a part of punk rock history, 
a part of history that I could now 
vicariously experience. It was a 
tru ly great feeling. 

I no longer collect rare records. 
I either obtained everything I wanted 
or I couldn't find what I wanted 
at a reasonable price. For me the 
thrill is gone, replaced by a feeling 
of pure hated directed at the busi- 
nessmen who destroyed the idea of 
record collecting. It seems to me 
that too many people got into re- 
cord collecting just to make a quick 
buck. The emphasis was placed on 
the cover or the color of the wax 
rather than the music. In short, 
the music wasn't whtat really 
mattered. This is wrong. I collected 
records in order to hear bands that 
I may have missed. I liked to read 
the actual lyric sheet and think 
about who had the record before me. 
I really didn't care if it was a 
first pressing or if it was on color- 
ed vinyl. I wanted the music and 
the history. 



I am happy to see real people, 
like the people at Hardware, trying 
to take back record collecting. The 
music belongs in the hands of the 
true fans, not in the hands of some 
fly-by-night entrepeneur. So if you 
are inot the music I congratulate 
you. It's up to you to keep the prices 
down. Refuse to pay ridiculous prices. 
And please don't view collecting 
as some sort of competition. Share 
the names of honest people and stores. 
But if you are in this for the money 
I ask you to get the fuck out. It 

sickens me to see people trying to 
make money off of a form of music 
that means so much to me. So if you 
have any thoughts about exploiting 
the record collecting scene, think 
again. We won't let you. Besides, 
I heard Lenny Dykstra's rookie card 
is skyrocketing. Why don't you go 
check that out?
